Battle Not Yet Over. 

„All this has not been eday, It has required 
not merely the skill, ability, patient industry, 
and the tremendous personality of the presi- 
dent against all the powerful influences 
urging on tongress, the iawyers, and the 
courts, but it required and still requires per- 
sistent, long continued, and constant effort 
and déliberate, settled, unvarying policy. 

“That policy is now before the American 
people for their approval or disapproval, 
and it is confronted by two dangers. .

What republican leaders are at sea over 
is the result in greater New York.

This confidence as to Hearst's defeat, . 
must be remembered, is that of persone who 
are engaged in managing the campaign 
against him.

Murphy has estimated that Hearst will 
carry Greater New York by 75,000 majority. 
Max Ihmeen, the shrewd head of the Inde- 
pendence league, who has been the brains of 
the Hearst political campaign as Arthur 
Brisbane has been of the newspaper end, in- 
sists that Hearst will carry the up state 
counties by not less than 30000 votes. This, 
of course, would give him. a majority in the 
state of 125,000. It he can do that his nomi- 
nation for the presidency against Bryan isa 
certainty. 

Taking the Murphy estimate of 75,000 votes 
for Hearst in Greater New York, the repub- 
lican managers say that they Can surely beat 
him by their majority up state. They are 
willing to bet any amount of money at almost 
any odds that Hughes will ‘have more than 
100,000 majority up state: They say that if 
there had been the alightest possibility of 
Hearst coming down to the Bronx with an 
actual ‘majority republican headquarters 
would have been in a panic long ago. 

According to republican ‘figures, Hughes 
will carry Kings county or Brooklyn by 15,000 
majority. In Richmond and Queens there 
will de pretty nearly a standoff. Owing to 
the defection of old time democrats led by 
men like McClellan and Jerome, they believe 
the normal democratic majority in Man- 
hattan will be greatly reduced. Republicans 
therefore, are willing to ccncede Hearst a 
majority in Manhattan of 65,000, from whica 
must be deducted the 15,000 republican ma- 
jority in Brooklyn. 9 

With Richmond and Queens as a stand- 
off, this would mean a net majority for 
Hearst in Greater New York of 50,000. Un 
less he can do two or three times as well as 
that he can hardly. expect to win. 


Hearst’s Vocabulary Disgusts. 

Hearst's upetate campaign terminated this 
morning. Tonight he began his whirlwind 
windup in the big city, starting with a large 
meeting in Carnegie Hall, for which no tickets 
were issued, and winding up with a whoie 
series of meetings in Manhattan. He will 
keep at work here and across the river op 
Frid&y, Saturday, and Monday. 

The republican campaign up state practi- 
cally terminated tonight with the sensational 
meeting ‘at Utica, when Secretary Root and 
Hughes himself on the same platform de- 
voted their joint efforts to the scarification 
o Hearst. The republican candidate for gov- 
ernor gets over the river in Long Island city 
and Brooklyn Friday night and will also wind 
up his campaign in Manhattan on Saturday 
and Monday. 

So’ far as can be judged from casual con- 
versations with men of both parties, one of 
the greatest weaknesres of the cemocratic 
candidate for governor has been his prone- 
nese to use offensive epithets in speaking of 
his political opponents. People here do not 
seem to relish that sort of thing, and a great 
many republicans, who started out with a 
fondness for Hearst have been turned back 
into the republican fold by the extraordinary 
epithets which have been applied to every 
man, even those of humble station, who has 
seen fit to differ with or refuse to support 
Hearst. 

Spits Venom at Root Now.
